You can apply if you are: 

• Women: Pregnant, postpartum (up to 6 months 
after infant’s birth), or a breastfeeding woman 
(up to infant’s 1st birthday) 

• Infants: A parent/guardian for an infant (0-11 
months old) 

• Children: A parent/guardian for a child under 5 
years old 

Bring the following to your certification or first 

appointment:: 

• Two (2) most recent paycheck stubs of every-
one working and/or retired in the household. 
Any proof of cash income such as child sup-
port, tips, or LES document 

• Current proof of ID 

  »  For adults: Valid Guam ID, or Guam Driver’s                        
License, or passport, or work or school ID 

  »  For Infants: crib card, or hospital birth certifi-
cate, or official birth certificate, and immuniza-
tion card or shot record 

   » For Children (under 5 years old): official birth 
certificate and immunization card/shot record 

• Proof of Residency  such as utility/cable bill ,or 
lease/ rental agreement, or Mayor’s verification 
letter, or Real Guam ID, or Real Guam Driver’s 
License, or note from your homeowner  with 
supporting name and home address.
